Further comparisons of figures tend 
to demonstrate still more fully the fal- 
sity of the claim made in The Courier- 
Journal that the returns from the Re- 
publican counties in the Eleventh Dis- 
trict were padded. This claim, it should 
be said in passing, is put forward as a 
feeler in order to test the popular feel- 
ing in the event of a contest by Hall, 
the Democratic candidate for Appellate 
Judgo in the mountain District, who 
was beaten tiy his Republican oppo- 
nent, O'Rear. 

Yesterday The Evening Post, using 
The Courier-Journal's own basis of com- 
puting the vote, showed that the pad- 
ding, if thore was any padding, was 
throe times as groat iu the Second Con- 
gressional District as in the Eleventh. 
In reaching this deduction the latest 
Auditor's report and the vote of lHOu 
were used, just as The Courier-Journal 
had used them. Now it remains to ar- 
rive at the same result by another route. 

Let us employ for the illustration the 
population and the percentage of the 
vote to each resident in two heavily 
Democratic and one heavily Republican 
District. The result shows that in the 
First District one vote was cast to each 
4.H5-100ths Inhabitants, or about one vote 
4% persons in the District. In the 
Second District the percentage was one 
vote to each 1.6W inhabitants, while in 
the Eleventh the perceutago was only 
one vote to each 5.13 inhabitants. 

In other words, the percentage of 
voters was greater In the Democratic 
strongholds than In the heavily Repub- 
lican counties. Tho following tables 
toll the tales:
